| #2, A M much obliged to you, for the reſpet you have done 
me, by putting this truſt into my hands; and your Kind- 
neſs is the greater,becauſe you did it without any Sollicita- 
ziow on my part; forTdid fo little expett ir, that I was 
\ extreamly Surprized when I Read my Predeceffors Let- 
ter, which gave me td underſtand, That your Chotce of a 
Mayor for the Year enſuing was fallen upon me ; it is a 
great Truſt that you repoſe in me, and I hope I ſhall 

not Diſappoint you 1n the Confidence you have of me. 

Itis with ſome Inconvenience to my private Afairs, That I have taken this 
Journey; yet had my particular occaſions ſuffer'd more, I ſhould have made no 
difficulty in poſtponing them, when an opportunity offers it ſelf of doing a»y 
Service to the Publick, or to this Corporation; neither could I have been excu- 
fable, if I ſhould have put ſo'great a'/{ight upon the reſpe& and good will of my 
Friends, as to refuſe to Serve then in this, or any other Capacity. 

By the Oath | have now taken, T have obliged my ſelf before God and the 
World,to that,to which my own inclinationsdid zealouſly diſpoſe me;for it was 
with extream Grief, when in the late Reigns I beheld your Liberties and Fran- 
chiſes were Raviſh'd from you : What 1n me lies, ſhall not be wanting to re- 

4ir thoſe Breaches that have been made, and to prevent the like I»vaſioxs for the 
uture. 2.00 

I hope during this K,;zg*s Life we are out of ſuch Dangers, ſince the offering 
up of Charters can be no acceptable Sacrifice to him, becauſe he came to the 
Crown upon Engliſh P:inctples, and Governing by ſuch Politicks, is that 
alone which can make him Safe and Glorious, But you may remember that 
lately we had Two Kings, to whom nothing was ſo acceptable, as rhe ſubmir- 
ting our Religion and Liberties to their Arbitrary Wills and Pleaſure ; and this 
Nation was then ſo unfortunate, as to have a Party 1n it, tho much the lealf, 
who were induſtrious to comply with thoſe two Kings in thejr wicked 
Deſires 4

The firſt ep made by that Party was in their /al/ome Addreiſes, where they 
dcliver'd up themſelves and all they had,to be diſpoſed of at the Kings Pleaſure: 
Making no other claim to their Liberties ang Civil Rights, but as conceſſions from 
the Crown ; telling, the King withal, That every one of his Commands was 
StamptyWwith-God's Awutherity, andaggeat deal ot-fuch nau Stuff, anych fit- 
ter eat” to ſome 2ſtern arch, or:the FrenchKing, than xol King 
of Emalandgoverni he Laws ofthe Realm:.. XY S. _/ 

Well had it been, 1t their Falſhood and Flattery had gone no further ; but 
contrary totheir Oath, and the Truſt xepoſed in them, they proceeded to the 
Surrendring of Charters; a thing ſo contrary to Juſtice, and inconſiſtent with 
rhe Fundamezutals of the Government of England, that if ſuch Suxrenders can 
be juſtified, 1 don't ſee. what can be Diſhtzeſtof Unlanfil: yet ſuch/Proceedings 
>ecame a Tf of Loyalty, by which they thought to recommend themſelves to 
theKingsFavour, whilf thoie who dzſſgared in this goint were accounted difaffect- 
4 tote Government,agd were loaded wath ali minner.of Repraachkes; But Gen- 
tlemen, till then it never was accounted Liberality, to be generous at the expexce 
»Fcthers; nor the uſual way of recommending a mans Fidelity,by betraying of a 
{ruſt ; nor to bring a mans word into credit by raking Light of an Oath, 

1heſe things I mention, not that I defire ro keep up 40s amongit us, 
or to diſcourag2 any thatare ſorry for what they have done, andare willing to 
cone incothe /atcreſt 07 this Government; for I wiſh from my Soul that we 
were all of a mind ;-but mention theſe things, to teſtify my diſlize of ſach Pro- 
ce:dinrs, and to ſhew how much 1 defire to prevent the like for the future. For 
!am ſureno man can be heartyfor this Government, who does not abhor ſuch 
Proceedings as thele were. © And laying this, it puts'me in mind of an Obſer- 
vation which | h: ve made tor ſome time, which is this, That generally thoſe
